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The River Mole. The peculiarity of the river Mole 
is that it runs for a notable distance underground, 
yet men of learning hold that its name is not a 
zoological allusion but derived from the Latin Mola, 
a mill, Gatwick is the starting-point of this river; its 
terminus is the Thames, opposite Hampton Court. 
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
